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KENTUCKY DERBY WINNER RICH STRIKE BLAZES FIVE FURLONGS IN :59 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (Monday, May 30, 2022) - RED-TR Racing’s Kentucky Derby (Grade I) winner Rich Strike dazzled fans 
Monday at Churchill Downs with a five-furlong move in :59 between Races 5-6 in his final major preparation toward the $1.5 million 
Belmont Stakes (GI) on June 11. 

With rider Gabe Lagunes in the saddle, Rich Strike clipped off eighth-mile fractions of :11.80, :23.20 and :34.80, according to 
Churchill Downs clocker John Robertson. The 80-1 upset winner of the $3 million Kentucky Derby presented by Woodford Reserve 
galloped out six furlongs in 1:12 and completed seven furlongs in 1:26. 

Trainer Eric Reed watched the work from the backside so he could watch his prized colt gallop out and supervise him 
coming off the track. 

“He got away real well and worked exactly like we wanted him to do,” Reed said. “The track was a little quicker since it was in 
the afternoon but it was exactly what we wanted to do. Yesterday he was starting to relax in the morning. After some time away from 
the races that’s sort of what we’ve seen from him. There’s no doubt about his confidence. We’ve seen him come off the track in 
mornings more playful. It’s like he knows what he did in the Derby. I still don’t think we’ve seen the best of him.” 

Rich Strike is scheduled to leave early Tuesday morning to compete in the 1 '/2-mile Belmont Stakes, the third jewel of racing’s 
Triple Crown. Reed and owner Rick Dawson opted to skip the second leg, the $1.5 million Preakness, to give Rich Strike more time 
between starts. The former $30,000 claimer has been based at Churchill Downs’ Barn 17 for nearly two weeks. 

“Were going on with the year with no regrets,” Reed said. “We did what was best for Ritchie and I’m confident we made the 
right decision.” 

Depending on the result in the Belmont, Rich Strike could return to Churchill Downs later this spring. 


FIVE-TIME WINNER GRAY’S FABLE TOPS SATURDAY’S GRADE III, $200,000 ARLINGTON STAKES — Steve 
Goldfine, Kari Provost and Jeff Zlonis’ five-time winner Gray’s Fable, who narrowly prevailed in the $160,000 Opening Verse four 
weeks ago, tops a field of six that entered the $200,000 Arlington Stakes (Grade HI) on Saturday at Churchill Downs. 

The Arlington Stakes, which will be run for the first time at Churchill Downs, will go as Race 8 of 11. Post time is 4:22 p.m. 
(all times Eastern). The first race for the day dubbed as “Stephen Foster Preview Day” will go 12:45 p.m. 

The Arlington Stakes will share the Saturday spotlight with the $200,000 Regret (GHD), $200,000 Aristides (Listed), $200,000 
Blame (Listed), $200,000 Shawnee (Listed) and $200,000 Audubon. 

Now trained by Brian Lynch, Gray’s Fable previously competed in the care of Roger Attfield primarily in Florida and 
Canada. The 7-year-old son of Gio Ponti narrowly held off Hidden Stash in the Opening Verse. As a 6-year-old, Gray’s Fable won the 
$100,000 Appleton (GIIT) at Gulfstream Park. Julien Leparoux will ride from post No. 6. 

Another top horse that entered the Arlington Stakes is Amerman Racing’s Admission Office, who is also campaigned by 
Lynch. The 7-year-old gelding by Point of Entry last competed 15 months ago at Gulfstream Park but was a Grade HI winner as a 5- 
year-old in the Louisville Stakes at Churchill Downs. The four-time winner will be ridden by John Velazquez from the rail.

IMPROVING WALKATHON SEARCHES FOR FIRST GRADED STAKES WIN IN REGRET — Whitham 
Thoroughbreds’ homebred filly Walkathon will attempt to win her third-consecutive race and first graded stakes score in Saturday’s 
$200,000 Regret (Grade IIT) at Churchill Downs. 

The 1 1/8-mile Regret, run over the Matt Winn Turf Course, was carded as Race 5 of 11 with a post time of 2:45 p.m. 

Trained by Ian Wilkes, Walkathon broke her maiden by two lengths in late April at Keeneland in her first turf try. The 
daughter of Twirling Candy returned May 14 at Churchill where she bested 10 rivals by 1 1⁄4 lengths in a first-level allowance event. 
She’s poised to return in two weeks for Saturday’s Regret and will break from the rail with Julien Leparoux in the saddle.

DEFENDING ARISTIDES CHAMPION BANGO TAKES ON GRADED STAKES WINNERS BOB’S EDGE, ST. 
MATTHEWS WINNER TOP GUNNER - One of the most competitive races on Saturday’s 11-race “Stephen Foster Preview 
Day” card could be the $200,000 Aristides which features defending champion Bango, graded stakes winner Bob’s Edge and recent 
St. Matthews Stakes hero Top Gunner. 

The six furlong Aristides goes as Race 9 with a post time of 4:55 p.m. 

Trained by Greg Foley, Bango won last year’s Aristides by a half-length over Long Range Toddy and Sir Alfred James. 
He’s set to face Long Range Toddy once again in this year’s event. Most recently, the 5-year-old son of Congrats finished fourth in the 
$160,000 St. Matthews Overnight Stakes which was his first start in nearly six months. Bango has recorded six of his eight wins beneath 
the historic Twin Spires. Leading rider Tyler Gaffalione has the call from post 1. 

Michael, Patricia and Taylor Freeny and Jennifer Grayson’s Bob’s Edge is another top contender in the Aristides after his 
victory in the March 19, $200,000 Whitmore Stakes (GIT) at Oaklawn. Trained by Larry Jones and ridden from post 5 with Adam 
Beschizza, the fleet-footed Bob’s Edge cruised to a 2 ¥/-length win to begin his 4-year-old season in the $150,000 King Cotton. He 
entered the Aristides following a disappointing fourth-place effort behind top sprinter Jackie’s Warrior in the $500,000 Count Fleet 
Handicap (GIIT). 

4 G Racing’s St. Matthews Stakes winner Top Gunner will attempt to notch his third consecutive win for trainer John Ortiz. 
The 5-year-old son of Into Mischief has only missed the board in three starts and has amassed a record of 14-5-3-3 with $344,493 in 
purse earnings. Ortiz claimed Top Gunner for $30,000 from trainer John Sadler last March at Oaklawn. Rey Gutierrez will have the 
return call and drew post 6.

GRADE I CIGAR MILE WINNER AMERICANREVOLUTION TAKES ON BEN ALI WINNER SCALDING IN 
$200,000 BLAME — CHC Inc and WinStar Farm’s 2021 Cigar Mile (Grade I) winner Americanrevolution is poised to make his 4- 
year-old debut against Grandview Stable, Cheyenne Stable and LNJ Foxwoods’ $300,000 Ben Ali (Grade III) winner Scalding in 
Saturday’s $200,000 Blame (Listed), the local prep for the $750,000 Stephen Foster (GTI). 

Saturday’s 11-race stakes bonanza from Churchill Downs will get underway at 12:45 p.m. The Blame will go as Race 10 with a 
post time of 5:26 p.m. 

Americanrevolution, trained by Todd Pletcher, was originally probable for the $200,000 Commentator at Belmont but the 
race did not fill. The chestnut son of Constitution finished a half-length better than Following Sea in the Dec. 4 Cigar at Aqueduct. 
Previously, New York-bred Americanrevolution demolished state-bred competition in the $300,000 Empire Classic by 11 3⁄4 lengths. 
Americanrevolution will be ridden by Florent Geroux from post No. 8 

Scalding, trained by Shug McGaughey III, will ride a four-race win streak into the Blame after winning the Ben Ali by 1 1⁄4 
lengths over Dynamic One and Proxy. The 4-year-old colt by Nyquist broke his maiden on Jan. 5 and has been nothing short of 
brilliant since. McGaughey sent Scalding to Tampa in February where he dusted a first-level allowance field by 5 1⁄4 lengths as the 3-5 
favorite and recorded his first stakes victory by a neck over top older horse Cody’s Wish in the $100,000 Challenger Stakes. Veteran 
rider Javier Castellano, who has ridden Scalding in all of his previous six starts, will have the call from post No. 6. 

The Blame field also features Charles Fipke’s graded stakes winner Title Ready; Repole Stable, Phipps Stable and St. 
Elias Stable’s Ben Ali runner-up Dynamic One; and Godolphin’s three-time winner Proxy.

The classy 4-year-old filly Pauline’s Pearl held off 2021 Longines Kentucky Oaks (GI) winner Shedaresthedevil by a half- 
length in the La Troienne. The five-time winner, campaigned by Hall of Famer Steve Asmussen, started her campaign this year with a 
3 ¥%-length win in the $400,000 Houston Ladies Classic (GII) and was narrowly defeated by Ce Ce in the $350,000 Azeri (GID). 
Pauline’s Pearl has been ridden by Joel Rosario for all three starts in 2022 but will be ridden Saturday by Luis Saez from post No. 5.
